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Move To Encourage Peace Efforts 
Johnson Will Give Policy 
Talk On Viet War Tonight

WASHINGTON (API - Presi­ 
dent Johnson will deliver a ma­ 
jor statement of U. S. policy on 
the Vietnamese war tonight in 
an apparent move to encourage 
peace efforts by a group of 17 
nonaligned countries. 
The speech, scheduled for de­ 
livery at Johns Hopkins Univer­ 
sity. Baltimore, is believed to 
have been decided upon by the 
President at this time also to 
serve these other purposes: 
1. Emphasize what officials 
call the “ peace track" of U.S. 
policy at a time when American 
and South Vietnamese bombings 
of North Viet Nam are slowly 
closing in on the Hanoi area. Air 
strikes against North Viet Nam 
began exactly two months ago 
today on Feb. 7 and about 20 
have now been made Johnson 
reportedly wants to remind the 
world that the aim of his strate­ 
gy in this respect is not a wider 
war but security for South Viet 
Nam 
2. Respond to fears and criti­ 
cisms about U S 
policy which 
have been expressed by public 
figures in this country and gov­ 
ernment leaders abroad. One of 
the chief points of criticism is 


that the conflict in Southeast 
Asia could get out of hand and 
explode into a big war. 
3. Indicate to whatever extent 
he considers wise at this time 
some of the U.S. guidelines for 
an approach to negotiations and 
the issues that would have to be 
resolved in reaching a success­ 
ful agreement 
The President's address will 
be carried to the nation by tele­ 
vision and radio at 9 p.m. EST 
This will be Johnson's second 
major Vietnamese policy state­ 
ment. laying stress on peace 
hopes, within two weeks. On 
March 25 the White House re­ 
leased a statem ent which it said 
the President had presented to a 
Cabinet meeting in which he 
declared 
the 
United 
States 
would not be second to any 
country in seeking an honorary 
peace. He also opened up the 
possibility of U.S. economic as­ 
sistance to a peaceful Southeast 
Asia in which Communist North 
Viet Nam might share 
A new element was injected 
into the crisis last Thursday 
when the heads of government 
of 17 countries, including India, 
Yugoslavia and the United Arab 


Republic, petitioned the United 
States and the Communist pow­ 
ers as well as all other directly 
interested countries with an ap­ 
peal to start negotiations “as 
soon as possible without posing 
any preconditions." 
About the same time British 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Michael 
Stewart told the House of Com­ 
mons in London that there were 
more grounds for hope on that 
Thursday than there had been 
even the preceding day. John­ 
son and Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk have said they do not 
know what Stewart was talking 
about, but his rem arks strength­ 
en an impression that the peace 
front of the Vietnamese conflict 
has become very active within 
the last week or two. 
On the other side of the pic­ 
ture. Chairman J. W Fulbright 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee said possible inter­

In South Viet Nam. 20 U S 
Air Force F100 fighter-bombers 
flew 20 sorties in Quang Ngai 
Province. 350 miles northeast of 
Saigon, hitting a reported Viet 
Cong concentration for the sec­ 
ond day. A U S military spokes­ 
man said secondary explosions 
were noted in the area Tuesday. 
Sixteen government 
soldiers 
and six Americans died in the 
fierce three-day battle around 
Vinh Loc. 130 miles southwest of 
Saigon. The fighting broke off 
Tuesday night. 
The area in the heart of the 
Ca Mau Peninsula has long been 
considered Communist territo­ 
ryU S military spokesmen said 
276 Viet Cong were killed and 33 
captured The prisoners includ­ 
ed a Viet Cong captain. Also 
captured was a sizable supply of 
weapons.

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Public Should Not Be Forgotten 


The criticism of the administration that 
arose in City Council’s session Monday 
night on the question of a parking m eter 
purchase, was one of the public manifes­ 
tations of a quiet controversy that has 
been boiling just below the surface for 
weeks — and particularly since bids were 
opened on the purchase of the devices 
early in March. 
Based on comments made M o n d a y 
night, several of the councilmen seem to 
favor a device known as the Park-O-Me- 
ter, distributed by the Rockwell Manu­ 
facturing Co. of Pittsburgh. 
Mayor Merrill D. Hall and Safety-Serv- 
ice Director Robert E. Vodrey have in­ 
dicated they favor a similar m eter made 
by the K arpark Corp. of Starkville, Miss. 
The two administration executives, who 
comprise the Board of Control, contend 
that 409 new m eters can be purchased 
from the K arpark Corp. at a saving of 
approximately $2,300, compared with the 
Park-O-Meter price. 
They said more than a week ago that 
an investigation of tile Karpark m e t e r 
shows it has performed satisfactorily in a 
number of communities. 
Before the bids were opened, the exis­ 
tence of the Karpark organization was un­ 
known here. Its appearance out of the 
blue, so to speak, was bound to inject a 
new quality into the consideration of me­ 
ter bids 
Prior to that time, it was believed the 
country's only so - called automatic me­ 
ter was the device distributed by Rock­ 
well Council's legislation stipulated auto­ 
matic m eters, so it was believed initially 
that only one device could be considered. 


Aside from Karpark, all the other bid­ 
ders offered manual m eters and t h e i r 
proposals could be considered, according 
to the mayor and director. 
The m atter now boils down to a ques­ 
tion of judgment between Council on one 
hand and the administration on the other. 
Regardless of any future argument and 
discussion, officials in both branches of 
city government should rem em ber t h a t 
their sole mtssion is to select the meter 
that will do the job best at the lowest 
possible price. 
The motoring public, which eventually 
will pay the bill with its pennies, nickels 
and dimes, should not be shoved into the 
background in what well might become a 
political 
issue 
between 
a 
Democratic 
Council and a Republican administration.

The prickly truth is that in an area

Tile 
attendant 
confusion 
has

critics a chance to distort the rulings 
beyond recognition. Reporters and com­ 
m entators were not prepared to cope with 
just one key ruling, let alone more than 
one. This gave the distorters a free crack 
at interpretations. 
This was vividly illustrated in the school

THE SAME LAW defines a 
labor organization as one “in 
which employes participate and 
which exists for the purpose, in 
whole or in part, of dealing with 
employers 
concerning 
griev­ 
ances. labor disputes, wages, 
rates of pay, 
hours of em ­ 
ployment or conditions of work ” 
In order to get around this 
statute, separate organizations 
have been set up under the di­ 
rection of officials of unions and 
others active in the iabor-union 
movement 
Because these or­ 
ganizations are not supported by 
the regular dues of union mem­ 
bers but depend instead on "vol­ 
untary" contributions, they have 
come to be regarded as im­ 
mune from the prohibitions set 
forth in existing tederal law. 


The Supreme Court has dis­ 
cussed the subject in two im­ 
portant cases One was decided 
in 1948 and dealt solely with 
a labor-union publication distri­ 
buted

JUSTICE

Political scientists will dig in 
President Johnson's record for 
years to come to learn the kind 
of polite judo he used on Con­ 
gress to get what he wanted 
So far his record in foreign 
affairs is unimpressive but he 
has done amazingly well in get­ 
ting action from Congress on his 
programs, 
particularly 
some 
which the men in the Capitol 
steadfastly refused to approve 
for almost two decades. 
There were two astonishing 
examples today: 
His proposal of federal aid to 
education — in elementary and 
secondary schools — came up 
for debate in the Senate. 
It 
passed the House March 26 To­ 
day also the House began con­ 
sideration of Johnson’s health 
care for the aged program 
Both programs are expected 
to pass both houses and become 
law 
Both of them have been 
kicking around in Congress, in 
one form or another, for at least 
18 years. Opposition to them 
was 
always too 
strong 
until 
now 
There are three obvious ex­ 
planations for Johnson's success 
so far: 


I As a result of the 1964 elec­ 
tion his Democrats have over­ 
whelming control of Congress. 
In the House they outnumber 
Republicans 295 to 140 and in 
the Senate 68 to 32. 
After the election, and despite 
his majorities in both houses, 
some predicted Johnson would 
coast and ofter few programs. 
He has done just the opposite. 
He is making full use of his po­ 
litical advantage and deluging 
Congress with requests 
2. He works at his job proba­ 
bly harder than any president in 
IOO years 
It's day and night 
with him and into all hours of 
the night. 
This involves inviting mem­ 
bers of Congress to the While 
House for personal talks — the 
IOO senators and the 435 House 
m em bers sometimes in batches 
of 50 
besides individual invi­ 
tations and endless telephone 
calls. 
He works with the leaders of 
both houses constantly. 
3 He is willing to settle for 
something less than all he would 


like to have In other words, he 
is willing to make some com­ 
promises 
to 
get 
legislation 
through instead of sitting rigidly 
in the ice box where otherwise it 
might wind up 
For years the aid to education 
bill had run into a pair of stone 
walls: one was the fear this 
might open the door to tederal 
interference in education; the 
other was the old church-state 
conflict. 


This meant in the past a dou­ 
ble opposition 
on one side, op­ 
position to federal aid for paro­ 
chial schools; on the other, op­ 
position to federal aid if some of 
it didn t go to parochial schools. 


Johnson managed to concoct a 
program which didn t give di­ 
rect aid to parochial schools but 
could help individual children in 
those schools. The conflict pret­

BERADINO’S 
hypertension 
really became acute recently, 
after he heard CBS was putting 
a nighttime version of its mat­ 
inee soaper.

“ One of the reasons I took 
this series was the possibility 
it would go nighttime. I even 
talked 
with 
ABC’s 
president 
Tom Moore about it. Now if this 
CBS experiment with ‘World’ 
should bomb, our show might 
never get the chance,” J o h n 
muses.

F la ir” on ABC only proves 
soap opera is a salable item in 
the evening hours.

John had a nighttime series, 
“The New Breed." on ABC. in 
which he played one of four 
policemen (Sgt. Vince Cavellii 
three seasons ago The series 
came along at the crest of a 


glut of such shows, so lasted 
only one season. 
He has been Dr. Steve Hardy 
on “General Hospital” since it 
went on ABC-TV two years ago. 
John trains almost as hard for 
this daily grind as he did when 
he was a major league ball play­ 
er from 1939 until 1953. 
“ I did five shows a week for 
darned near two years, but now 
I ve got them down to my be­ 
ing in four. It was too much, 
doing five. Sure, we have Tele­ 
prompters. but if you have to 
rely on them, you can’t do a 
good job.”

Liquid Asphalt

Seen $200,000 


NEWARK, Ohio (A P )-A 40.- 
000 gallon storage tank filled 
with highly volatile asphalt mix­ 
ture blew up, touching off fires 
or explosions in ll other tanks 
Tuesday at the Bverlyte Corp.

The lighting system being in­ 
stalled at W aterford P ark for 
night racing is nearing comple­ 
tion as workm en add finishing 
touches to poles surrounding the 
m ajor 
portion 
of 
the 
racing 
strip. 


The million and one - quarter 
w att system consists of light 
standards inside the inner rail, 
20 feet high and spaced 16 feet 
apart from the club house turn 
to the head of the stretch. Each 
pole will c arry two 1500 watt 
bulbs directed on 
the racing 
strip in such a way as to elim ­ 
inate shadows. The home stretch 
will be lined by banks of lights, 
set atop telephone poles, as well 
as strings of them along the 
roof of the grandstand and new 
club house. T here are a total 
of 830 lam ps, having a power of 
1500 w atts each, drenching the 
entire racing strip with l i g h t 
that is brighter than daylight. 


When com pleted there will be 
no shadows w hatsoever at any 
point and racing colors will be 
m ore vivid to the eye than is 
visible in actual daylight. 


According to G eneral M anag­ 
er H arry R. Bell, “ Plans are 
moving right along to put night 
racing into effect just as soon 
as the arcs are rn operation 
and turned over to us by the 
electrical contractors and pow­ 
er com pany.”

This source said the com­ 
pany is regarding each union 
demand as a contract matter 
which should be discussed only 
by top-level bargainers. 


Company - level meetings in­ 
volving ll major steelmakers 
have been devoted mostly to 
plant-level problems. 


There were indications that 
the industry was getting ready 
to aaswer union demands for 
increased wages and benefits

an hour per worker over the 


next three years. 


The union has refused sever­ 
al times to grant a contract ex- 
tention. despite the loss of 60 
days' bargaining time because 
of its election campaign.

"D ear Dr. Myers:

dents who were once failing and

When he was Dr. Garry Myers 
to be moved into fifth grade he 
was a poor second grade level 
reader. I spent much time with boy himself 
him using all the readers I could 
find and several of your ‘Home 
Helps’ leaflets. 
He could learn his spelling 
lists fairly well when done oral­ 
ly. but sometimes he made pe- 
| culiar errors when writing, such 
as ‘lekt after orally spelling 
‘left’ correctly.

staff have a private testing • 
tutoring - counselling s e r v i c e 
after business hours. We took 
our son to these men for test­ 
ing. and after two conferences 
with them, we arranged to have 
one of them work with the boy. 
“ For fourteen months, o n e 
hour twice a week this man tu­ 
tored and counselled the boy. 
As parents, we took off all pres­ 
sures at home and left all rem ­ 
edial work with the counselor. 
Frequent conferences with the

‘THIS BOY began to exhibit 
numerous signs of emotional 
stress. Scarcely a day went by 
that he did not cry in school

Late in the school year of his 
fourth grade we took our son 
for outside help. T h e school 
teachers and the principal were 
interested in the boy, and there 
were frequent conferences.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - Curtis

To Be Space Switchboard 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— The pioneering Early Bird 
communications satellite raced 
today toward an outpost where 
it is to become a switchboard 
for 
the 
first 
public 
utility 
spawned by the space age. 
Officials of the Communica­ 
tions Satellite Corp. — Comsat 
— were elated over early suc­ 
cess of the flight propelled by a 
three-stage rocket fired Tues­ 
day night. 


Nine days of tricky orbit-shift­ 
ing maneuvers must be accom­ 
plished 
before 
Early 
Bird 
reaches its roosting place 22.300 
miles above the Atlantic Ocean 
It will appear to hover mo­ 
tionless directly over the equa­ 
tor to provide continuous com­ 
munications 
traffic 
between 
North America and Europe 
The first satellite designed for 
commercial use was injected 


into an elliptical orbit ranging | 
from 800 to 22.000 miles. 
In midmorning Thursday, a 
ground signal is to ignite a mo­ 
tor aboard the craft to shift it 
into a circular path in which 
both high and low points would 
be about 22,300 miles. 
Ground controllers then are to 
fire small gas jets aboard the 
satellite for a week to nudge it 
gingerly toward its stationary 
position. 
The launching was the first 
venture into space for Comsat. 
a business partnership of com­ 
munications interests in 45 na­ 
tions headed 
by 
the United 
States. The utility plans to have 
a global space communications 
network in operation in 1907. 
lf successful, Early Bird will 


open a new era in the history of 
communications. For th* first 
time, the public will be able to 
use a satellite by making trans­ 
atlantic telephone calls. 
Comsat, with 137.000 stock­ 
holders, paid the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion $3 33 million, regardless of 
success or failure, to launch 
Early Bird 
The corporation plans about 
.June I to put the satellite into 
commercial operation for relay­ 
ing radio, television, teletype 
and telephone messages. 
With 240 two-way voice com­ 
munications channels, the 85- 
pound satellite has the potential 
of earning $10 million in its first 
year.
